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THE TEXAS OFFICER 


Comes After Stephenson, the Self-Ac- 
- cused Murderer. 


AN INTERESTING TALK WITH THE TEXAN. 


He Tells About Bond, the Outlaw—Steph- 
enson Thought to Have Been One 
of Bond’s Men, 


“*That’s Colonel Gibson there,’”’ a Markham 
house clerk said, pointing to a rather tall and 
slim young man who was walking across the 
lobby. 

**You might know he’s a Texan,’’ remarked 
a bystander, soto voce. 

The gentleman alluded to was Colonel Gib- 
son, of Richmond, Tex,, whose mission to At- 
lanta isto carry back Stephenson, the man 
who surrendered to Sheriff Morrow a few 
weeks ago and confessed complicity in the 
murder of a negro, who was killed nearly five 
years ago in Fort Bend. 

With the facts of Stephenson’s confession 
and incarceration in Fulton county jail the 
readers of THE CONSTITUTION are familiar. 

‘Have you seen your man yet, colonel ?’’ the 
reporter timidly inquired by way of opening 
the convervation. 

**Who do you mean, sir, Stephenson ?”’ 

“Yes, the fellow that gave himself up a few 
weeks ago to Sheriff Morrow, confessing that 
he had a part in the murder of anegro in 
‘Texas several years ago.”’ 

**No, I haven’t seen him yet, but I have had 
the requisition papers honored by Governor 
Northen, who, by the way, is a most excellent 

and agreeablegentieman. _ 

“Tam not in any special hurry to start back 
home,’’ the Texan continued, ‘‘for the reason 
that I want to see something of the Gate City 
of the south that I have heard so much about. 
Already I have been over the city enough to 
convince me that Atlanta leads all other 
southern cities. You certainly have a sur- 
passingly fine town here, There is no mistake 
about that.’’ 

“Well, when will you carry back your 
prisoner, Colonel Gibson ?”’ 

‘*Probably Monday, but possibly not before 
Tuesday.” 

**Do you think his confession was a trick or 
a ruse, ordo you not believe he was sutiering 
with a temporary mental aberration, the 
victim of mania-a-potu when he surrendered 
to the sheriff and accused himself of murder?’ 

“You have it exactly,”’ replied the Texas 
officer. **While ~ doubt not his guilt, yet [am 
constrained to believe that when he confessed 
and gave himse!f 
tremens.”’ 


‘*Tell something about the murder in which | 


Stephenson was implicated.’’ 

‘*Very few people in Fort Bend county know 
much of Stephenson, and I doubt whether 
many Willremember him. You see it was tive 
years ago when the murder was committed. A 
prominent negro named Belton was called to 
his door one night and shot down like 
a dog.by some men. It was 
tain that a $desperado and 
fellow named Bond was the one that 
fired the fatal shot, bui it was known that he 
had accomplices, and doubtiess this man Ste- 
phenson was one of them. Lond was arrest- 
ed on the charge of murder and the grand jury 
found a true bill against him, but instead oi 
convicting and hauging him, the people who 
had been terrorized by the bully, actually 
made him slieriff of the county. At that time 
he was one of an infaimous yang that had ran 
rough-shod over the people, and managed the 
county affairs to suit themselves. A feud ex- 
isted between the two parties—the Jaybirds 
and the Woodpeckers. ‘the former were the 
oftice holders and political schemers, and the 
latter were tie solid people,’ the 
respectable taxpayers. At that time 
Fort Bend was one of the 
parts of Texas. It bad an infamous reputation 
which has clung toit a long time, yet today 
there is no better place inthe United States. 
It is the center of the garden spot of the world. 
The people are just as thrifty and law-abiding 
as those in any other section of Texas. The 
laws are impartially and rigidly enforced; we 
have houest and capable public officers, and 
the people are contented and prosperous. Yet 
for a long time this was the roughest portion of 
the state, and murders were of frequent oc- 
currence.”’ 

Colonel Gibson paused a moment and con- 
tinued: ‘It wasin August, 1889, when the 
power of the Jaybirds was forever broken. 
‘The honest people of the county took maiters 
in their own hands and assumed 
control of the affairs of the county 
and have mauaged them ever since. 
‘ihe gang of plunderers aud murderers who 
had brought disgrace upon Fort Bend were 
driven out and never dared wo return.” 

‘‘What about the murder in which Stephen- 
son figured ?”’ 

‘‘As 1 said, a respectable and well-to-do col- 
ored man nawed Belton was foully 
murdered by that outiaw Bond and his ac- 
complices, one of whom was, it is be- 
lieved, this man Stephenson. who at the 
time was suspected but fled the state before he 
could be arresied. 1 don’t believe any sericus 
efforts were ever made to bring him to justice. 
jt was thought useless to prosecute hit while 
Bond and his pails controiled the machinery 
of the courts, so he Weut away and was almost 
forzotten, when news came from Atlanta that 
he Lad surrendered to your sheriff. I don’t 
believe the governor ever offered a reward for 
him, but i am not certain about that. At any 
rate there is littie doubt of Stephenson’s com- 
piicity in Belton’s murder. Doubtiess the 
crime weighed heavily on his mind, and in 
one of his sprees, whenin the throes of de- 
lirium tremens, he confessed the whole thing. 
This is the way I account for it. It seeins 
that he how repents having made this con- 
fession, and he may try to break the force of 
it, or even deny that he made it. I shall carry 
him back to Kichimond, which is the county 
seat of Fort Bend, and here Stephenson will 
be required to stand his trial.’’ 

What the Prisoner Says. 

‘IT haven’t seen that officer from Texas,”’ 
said Stepheuson yesterday afternoon when 
visited in bis cell by a ConsTIruTION reporter. 

“T have sent aiter him to come here and see 
me, but thus far he hasn’t shown up,” con- 
tinued the prisoner. 

Stephenson shares a cell. with Underwood, 
who was an attentive listener to his narrative. 

*‘Why did you give yourself up?” 

“Simply because I was tired of roving 
around the country like an outcast. I was 
suspected of having a hand in the negro’s 
murder, but, of course, I am innocent; other- 
wise I wouldn’t be willing to go back home to

that ever fired a pistol or wielded a bowie- 
knife. He did the shooting, and everybody 
knew he was guilty.{ They believed I was one 
of his partners ana was mixed up in the affair,

go as far from home as I _ could. 
I left Texas and have been 
ing about the country ever _ since, 
I haven’ got much education and don’t know 
any trade, so you see it is hard for me to make 
a living away from home. I have anold 
mother and sisters who love me dearly, and I 
can’t bear to grieve them. I would rather go 
a and take my chances. I amsure to come 
clear.”’ 

The prisoner heaved asigh and continued: 
“Ttellyou Fort Bend was a tough place 
in those days. Murders happened nearly every 
day. The Jaybirds and Woodpeckers, as {they 
were known—meaning the democrats and re- 
publicans—made things liveiy for they were 
struggling for the oftices. The roughs ruled 
| the county and no man’s life was safe. It was 


the most lawless portion of Texas. I hear it’s 
much better now, but I came away when it 
' was atits worst.” 
marked Underwood, that you were drunk and 
not responsible when you surrendered to the 
sheriff and confessed your connection with 
the crime. Is that so?” 

“Nota bit ofit. I was justas sober and in 
my right mind thenasI am now. I knew 
what I wasdoing. Don’t you see that I am 
taking a reasonable course, man ?”’ 

Oh, yes, if you're really nut guilty.’’ 

“Of course I am not guilty, else I’ll bea 
fool to go back and face the law.’”’ 

**That’s so,” agreed his fellow prisoner, 

The reporter was about taking his departure 
when Stephenson detained him a moment and 
said: ‘‘Please ask the officer from Richmond 
to hurry up and take me back to Texas. I’m 


eager to see my dear old mother and sisters.”’

Rome, Ga. November 29.—[Special.]—Wal- 
ter S. Beresford, alias Sidney La Selles or 
Sidney Lascelles, alias Walter 8S.

CIRCULAR NO. 201. 


The following has been adopted as Rule Nos. 15 
andi16 the “Rules Governing the Transportation 
of Passengers.” 

15. 


RULE NO. 


Whenever any passenger train on any railroad 
in this state shall be more than one-half of one 
hour behind its schedule time, it shall be the duty 
of said railroad company to bulletin and to keep 
posted at every telegraph station alony its line in 
the cirection in which said train is going,.the time 
such train is behind its schedule time,and the time 
of its arrival as nearly as cau be approximated. 


RULE NO. 16. 


Whenever there is, by reason of accident or 
otherwise, a break or obstruction on any railroad 
in this state, which will delay any passenger train 
on said road, itshall be the duty of said road to 
have the same bulletined at all stations at and be- 
tween the said povecnase train and the place so 
obstructed, and the conductor shall give notice of 
said obstruction to the passengers in the cars, be- 
fore leaving the station, and of the delay that will 
probably be caused by the saine.

DR. TALMAGE’S SERMON YESTERDAY. 


Where God’s Light Shines and God’s Rain 
Descends, and God’s Mercy Broods 
Let the Thanksgiving Arise! 


Brooktyy, N. Y., November 29.—[Special.] 
Dr. Talmage’s sermon this morning had a dis- 
tinctly Thanksgiving character. The appear- 
ance of the tabernacle was in keeping with 1t. 
The specimens of fruits and harvest products 
with which the pulpit and gaHeries were deco- 
rated for the Thanksgiving Day service were 
still in their places, Cotton, rice, wheat, sugar 
cane,rve, oats, corn and fruits,and products from 
north, south, east and west put before the au- 
dience as by an object-iesson the abundance of 
the national harvest. The doctor’s text was 
taken from Fsalm cxtvitr, 10, 12, and 13: 
‘Beasts and all cattle; creeping things and 
flying fowl: both young men and maidens; 
old men and children; let them praise the 
name of the Lord.” 

What a scene it was, when last Thursday, at 
the call of the president and governors, this 
nation assembled to chant the praises of God. 
But the day was too shert to ce'ebrate the 
Divine goodness of such avear. The sun did 
not rise over Brooklyn until one minute before 
7 o'clock that morning, and it set at 4:35 
o'clock thatevening. What asmall space of 
time in which to meditate upon twelve months 
of benefactions. So I add to that day this 
Sabbath morning service, and with the fruits 
end harvests of the earth still glorifying the 
puinpit and the galleries, ask you to continue 
the rehearsal of the Divine goodness, 

sy a sublime egotism man has come to ap- 
propriate this world to himself, when the fact 
js that our raceisin asmail minority. The 
instances of animal life, as compared with the 
instances of human life, are not oneto a 
million. Weshall enlarge our ideas of God’s 
goodness aud come toa better understanding 
of the textif, before we come to look at the 
cup of our blessing, we look at the goodness of 
God to the irrational creation. 

Although nature is out of joint, yet even in 
its disruption, [am surprised to find the al- 
most universal happiness of the animal crea- 
tion. On asummer day, when the air and the 
grass are most populous with life, you will not 
hear asound of distress unless, perchance, a 
heartless schoolboy has robbed a_ bird’s 
nest, or a hunter has' broken a _ bird’s 
wing, or a@ pasture has been robbed of a 
lamb, and there goes up a bDbieating from 
the flocks. The whole earth is filled 
with animal deiligit—joy feathered, and 
scaled, and horned, and hoofed. The bee 
hums it; the frog croaks it; the squirre! 
chattersit; the quail whistles it; the lark 
carols it; the whale spouts it. The snaii, the 
rhinoceros, the grizzly bear, the toad, the 
wasp, the spider, the shell fish, have their 
homely delights—joy as greattothem as our 
joyistous. Goatciimbing the rocks; ana- 
conda crawling through the jungle; buffalo 
plunging across the prairie; crocodile basking 
in tropical sun; seal pufling on the ice; ostrich 
striding across the desert, are so many bundles 
of joy; they do net go moping or melancholy; 
thev are not only half supplied; God says they 
are filled with good. 

The worm squirming through the sod up- 
turned of plowshare, and the ants racing up 
and down the hillock, are happy by day and 
happy by night. Take up adrop of water 
under the microscope, and you find that within 
it there are millions of creatures that swim in 
a hallelujah of gladness. Thesounds in na- 
ture that are repulsive to our ears are often 
onty utterances of joy—ithe grow}, the croak, 
tine bark. the howl, The good God made 
ihése ereatares, think of thein ever, and will 
not let a piowshare turn up amole’s nest, or 
tisherman’s hook transfix a worm, until, by 

e:ernal decree, its time has come. God’s 
hand feeds al! these broods, and shepherds al! 
these tiocks, and tends all these herds. He 
sveetens the clovertop for the oxen’s taste; 
pours out  crystaliine waters, in 
cups of rock, for the hind 
tn crink out of oon “his = way 
down the crags, and pours nectar 
into the cup of the honeysuckle to refresh the 
humming-bird; and spreads a banquet of a 
hundretdi fields of buckwheat, and lets the 
houey-bee pnt his mouth to any cup of all the 
banquet and tells the grasshopper to go any- 
where he likes, and gives the fiocks of heaven 
the choice of all the grain fields. The sea 
anemone, half animal, half flower, clinging to 
tiie rock in mid-ocean, with its tentacles 
spread to catch its food, has the Owner of the 
universe to provide forit. We are repulsed 
at tle hideousness of the elephant, but God, 
for the comfort and convenience of the mon- 
ster, puts forty thousand distinct muscles in 
its proboscis. 

I go down on the barren seashore and say, 
“No animal can live in this place of desola- 
tion;’’ but all through the sands are myriads 
of little insects that leap with happy life. I 
go down by the marshand say, “In this 
damp place, and in these loathsome pools of 
stagnant water there will be the quietness of 
death ;’? but, lo! I see the turties on the rot- 
ten log sunning themselves, and hear the bogs 
quake with multitudinous life. When the 
untiedged robins are hungry, God shows the 
old robin where she can get food to put into 
their open mouths. Winteris not allowed to 
come until the ants have granaried their har- 
vest, and the squirrels have tilled their ceilar 
with nuts. God shows the hungry ichneumon 
where it may find the crocodile’s eggs; and in 
arctic climes there are animals that 
God so lavishly clothes that they can afford to 
walk through snowstorms in the finest sable, 
and ermine, and chinchilla, and no sooner is 
one set of furs worn out than God gives them 
anew one. He helps the spider in its archi- 
tecture of its gossamer bridge, and takes care 
of the color of the butterfly’s wing, and tinges 
the cochineal, and helps the moth out of the 
chrysalis. The animal creation also has its 
army andnavy. The most. insignificant has 
its means of defense; the wasp its sting; the 
reptile its tooth; the bear its paw; the dog its 
muzzle; the elevhant its tusk ; the fish its scale ; 
the bird its swift wing; the reindeer its 
antelers; the roe its fleet foot. We are re- 
pelled at the theught of sting, and tusk, and 
hoof, but God’s goodness provides them for 
the defense of the animal’s rights. 

Yea, Godin the Bibie announces his care 
for these orders of creation. Hesays that he 
has heaved up fortifications for their defense— 
Psalm civ., 18: “The mgh hills are a refuge 
for the wild goats, and the rocks for the 
conies.’? He watches the bird’s nest—Psalm 
civ.,17: ‘‘Asfor the stork, the firtrees are 
het house.’ He sees that the caitle have 
enough grass—Psalm civ., 14: “‘He causeth 
the grass to grow for the cattle.”’ He sees to 
it that the cows, and sheep, and horses have 
enough to drink—Psalm civ., 10,11: ‘He 
sendeth the springs into the valleys, which 
run among the hills; they give drink to every 
beast of the field; the wild asses quench their 
thirst."’ 

Amid the thunders of Sinai God uttered the 
rights of cattle, and said that thev should have 
aSabbath.. “Thou shalt not do any work, 
thon, nor thy cattle.” He declared with in- 
nite emphasis that the ox on the threshing 
fivoor should have the privilege of eating some 
of the grain as he trod it out, and muzzling 
was forbidden. If young birds were taken 
from the nest for food, the despoiler’s life ce- 
pended on the mother going free. God would 
pot let the mother bird suffer in one day the 
loss of ber young and her own liberty. And 
he who regarded in olden time the conduct of 
man toward the brutes,:today looks down from 
heaven and is interested in every minnow that 
swims the stream, and every rook that cleaves 
the air, and every herd that bieats, or neighs, 
or lows in the pasture, 

Why did God make all these, and why make 
thei so happy? How account for all 4 — 
singing, and dancing, and frisking amid the 
irrational creation 
anivsaleule in a dewdrop? Why for the con- 
dor a throne on Chimborazo? Why the glit- 
ter of the phosphorus in the ships wake on 
the sea, which is said to be only the frolic of 
millions of insects? Why the per: 
chanting of so many voices from the on 
creation in earth, and air, and ocean a 
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hoe e palace of the world was wade, but 

ere was no king to live in it. Leviathan 
aoe the deep; the eagle the air; the lion the 
. . d; bat where was the scepter which should 

ule all? A new style of being was created. 

Heaven and earth were represented in his 
nature. His bodyfrom the earth beneath; his 
soul from the heaven above. The one remind- 
ing him of his origin, the other speaking of 
his destiny—himself the connecting link be- 
tween the animal creation and angelic intelli- 
gence. In him astrange commingling of the 
temporal and eternal, the finite and the in- 
finite, dust and glory. The earth for his floor 
and heaven for his roof; God for his Father; 
eternity for his lifetime. 

The Christian anatomist, gazing upon the 
conformation ofthe human body, exclaims: 

Fearfully and wonderfully made.” No em- 
broidery so elaborate, no gauze so delicate, no 
color $0 exquisite, nO mechanism so graceful, 
no handiwork so divine. So quietly and mys- 
teriously does the human body perform its 
functions, that it was not until 5,000 
years after the creation of the race that the 
circu/ation of the blood was discovered; and 
though anatomists of all countries and ages 
have been so long exploring this castle of life, 
they have only begun to understand it. 

Volumes have been written of the hand. 
Wondrous instrument! With it we give 
friendly recognition, and grasp the sword, and 
climb the rock, and write, and carve, and 
build. It constructed the pyramids, and 
hoisted the Parthenon. It made the harp, and 
then struck out of it all the world’s miustrelsy. 
Init the white marbie of Ventelicon mines 
dreamed itself away into immortal sculpture. 
Itreinsin the swift engine; it holds the 
steainer to its path in the sea; it snatches the 
fire from heaven; it feels the pulse of the sick 
child with its delicate touch, and makes the 
nations quake with its stupendous achieve- 
nents. What power brought down. the for- 
ests, and made the marshes b:ossom, and _ bur- 
dened the earth with all the cities tiai thunder 
on with enterprise and power? Four fingers 
and a thumb. A hundred million doliars 
would not purchase for you a machine as 
exquisite and powerful as your own hand. 
Mighty hand! In allits bones, and muscles, 
and joints, I learn that God is good. 

Behold the eye, which, in its photographic 
gallery, in an instant catches the mountain 
and the sea. This perpetual telegraphing of 
the nerves; these joints, that are the only 
hinges that do not wear out; these bones and 
muscies of the body, with 14,000 different 
adaptations; these 100,000 glands; these 200,- 
0U0,000 pores ; this inysterious heart, contract- 
ing 4,000 times every hour—this chemical 
process of digestion; this laboratory beyond 
the understanding of the most skiliful phi- 
losophy ; this furnace, whose heart is kept up 
from cradle to grave; this factory of life, 
whose whe®ls, and spindles, and bands are 
God-directed. If we could realize the wonders 
of our physical organization, we would be 
hypochondriacs, fearing every moment that 
some part of the machine would break down. 
But there are men here who have lived 
through seventy years, and not a nerve has 
ceased to thrill, or a muscle to contract, or a 
lung to breathe, or a hand to manipulate. 

I takeastep higher and look ata man's 
inental constitution. Behold the benevolence 
of God in powers of perception, or the faculty 
of transporting this outside worid into your 
own tmind—gathering into your brain the 
majesty of the storm, and the splendors of the 
day-dawn, and lifting into your mind the ocean 
as easily as you might put a glass of water to 
your lips, 

Watch the law of association, or the mys- 
terious linking together of all you ever 
thought, or knew, or felt, and then giving you 
the power to take hold of the clew line, and 
draw through your mind the long train with 
indescribabie velocity—one thought starting 
up a hundred, and this againa thousand—as 
the chirp of one bird sometimes wakes a whole 
forest of voices, or the thrum of one string will 
rouse an orchestra. 

Watch your memory—tlat sheaf-binder, 
that goes forth to gather the harvest of the 
past, and bring it into the present. Your pow- 
erand velocity of thought—thought of the 
swift wing and the lightning foot; thought 
that outspeeds the star, and circles through 
the heavens, and weighs worlds, and, from 
poising amid wheeling constellations, comes 
down to count the blossoms ina tuft of mig- 
nonette, then starts again totry the fathom- 
ing of the bottomiess, and the scaling of the 
insurmountabie, to be swallowed up in the in- 
comprehensible, and lost in God! 

In reason and understanding man is a/one. 
The ox surpasses him in strength, the antelope 
in speed, the hound in keenness of nostril, the 
eagle in far-reaching sight, the rabbit in 
quickness of hearing, the honey-bee in deli- 
cacy of tongue, the spider in fineness of touch. 
Man’s power, therefore, consisteth not in what 
he can lift, or how fast he can run, or how 
strong a wrestler he can throw—for in these 
respects the ox, the ostrich and the hyena 
are his superior—but by his reason he comes 
forth to rule all; through his ingenious con- 
trivance to outrun, outlift, outwrestie, outsee, 
outhear, outdo. At his all-conquering decree, 
the forest that had stood for ages steps aside 
to let him build his cabin and cultivate his 
farm. The sea which raved and toamed upon 
the race has become a crystal pathway for 
commerce to march on. The thunder cloud 
that slept lazily above the mountain is made 
tocome down and carry wail bags. Man, 
dissatisfied with his slowness of advance- 
ment, shouted to the water and fire, ‘‘Come 
and lift!’? Come and draw!” ‘Come and 
help!” And they answered, ‘‘Ay, ay, we 
come ;” andjthey joined hands—the fire and the 
water—and the shuttles fly, and the rail-train 
rattles on, and the steamship comes coughing, 
panting, flaming across the deep. Heelevates 
the telescope to the heavens, and, as easily as 
through the stethoscope the physician hears 
the movement of the lung, the astronomer 
catches the pulsation of distant systems of 
worlds throbbing with life. He takes the mi- 
croscope and discovers that there are hundreds 
of thousands of animalcule living, moving, 
working, dying within acircle that could be 
covered with the point of a pin—animals to 
which a raindrop would be an ocean, a rose- 
leaf a hemisphere, and the flash of a fire-fly 
lasting enough to give them light to several 
generations. 

Itakea step higher, and look at man’s 
morai nature. Madein tiie image of God. 
Vast capacity for enjoyment; capable at first 
of eternal joy, and, though now disordered, 
still, through the recuperative force of heavenly 
grace, able to mount up to more than its origi- 
nal felicity; faculties that may blossom and 
bear fruitinexhaustibly. Immortality written 
upon-every capacity; a soul destined to range 
in unlimited spheres of activity long after the 
world has put on ashes. and the solar system 
shall have snapped its axle, and the stars that, 
in their courses fought against Sisera, shail 
have been slain, and buried amid the roiling 
thunder: of the last day. 

You see that God has adapted everything to 
our comfort and advantage. Pleasant. things 
for the palate; music for the ear; beauty for 
the eve; aroma for the nostril: kindred for 
our affections; poetry for our taste; religion 
for oursoul. We are putin 4 garden, and told 
that from a!] the trees we may eat except 
here and there one. He gives the sun to 
shine on us, and the waters to refresh us, and 
food to strengthen us; and the herbs yield 
yaedicine when we are sick, and the forests 
lumber when we would build'a house, or cross 
the water in a ship. The rocks are trans- 
ported for our foundation; and metals up- 
turned for our currency; and wild beasts must 
give us covering; and the mountains must be 
tunneled to let us pass; andthe fish of the 
sea come up in our net; and the birds of the 
air drop at the flash of our guns; and the 
cattle on a thousand hills come down to give 
us meat. For us the peach orchards bend 
down their fruit, and the vinevards their pur- 
ple clusters. To feed and refresh our intel- 
lect, ten thousand wonders in nature and 
providence—wonders of mind and body, won- 
ders of earth, and air, and deep —— and 
anthitheses; all colors and sounds; lyrics in 
the air; idyls in the field ; conflagrations in the 
sunset; robes of mist on the mountains, and 
the ‘‘Grand March” of God in the storm. 

But forthe soul still higher adaptation—a 
fountain in which it may wash; a Jadder by 
which it may climb; asong of endless triumph 
that it maysing: a crown of unfading light 
that it may wear. Christ came to save it— 
came with a crosson his back; came with 
spikesin His feet; came when noone else 
would come to do a work which no one else 
would do. See how suited to man’s condi 
is what God has done for him! Manis asin- 
ner; here is pardon. He has lost God’s imag 
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g:ace is proffered. He is a lost wanderer ; Jesus 
vrings lim howe. He is blind; and at one 
touch of Him who cured Bartimeus, eternal 
glories stream into his soul. Jesus, I sing Thy 
grace! Cure of worst diseases! Hammer to 
sinite off heaviest chain! Light for thickest 
darknesss! Grace divine! Devils scoff at it, 
and men reject it, but heaven celebrates it! 

1 wish you good cheer for the national 
health. Pestilence, that in other years has 
come todrive out its thousand hearses to 
Greenwood and Laurel Hill, has not visited 
ournation. It isa glorious thing to be well. 
How strange that we should keep our health 
when oné breath from a marsh, or the sting of 
an insect, or the slipping of a foot, or the fall- 
ing ofatree branch might fatally assault our 
life! Regularly the lungs work, and their mo- 
tion seems to bea spirit within us panting 
after its immortality. Our sight fails not, 
though the airisso full of objects which by 
one touch could break out the soul’s window. 
What ship, after a year’s tossing on the sea, 
could come in with so little damage as our- 
selves, though we arrive after a year’s voyage 
today ? 

I wish you good cheer for the national har- 
vest. Reaping machines never swathed 
thicker rye, and corn husker’s peg never 
ripped out fuller ear, and mow poles never 
bent down under sweeter hay, and windmill’s 
hopper never shook out larger wheat. Long 
trains of white-covered wagons have brought 
the wealth down to the great thoroughiares. 
The granaries are ful] ;the storehouses are over- 
crowded ; the canals are blocked with freights 
ptessing down to the markets. The cars rum- 
bie all through the darkness, and whistle up 
the tlagman at dead of night to let the western 
harvests come down to feed the mouths of the 
great cities. A race of kings has taken pos- 
session of this land—King Cotton, King Corn, 
a y Wheat, King Rice, King Grass, King 

oal. 

I wish you good cheer forcivil and religious 
liberty. No official spy watches our entrance 
here, nor does an armed soldier interfere with 
the honest utterance of truth. We stand here 
today with our arms free to work, and our 
tongues freejiospeak. This Bible—it is all un- 
clasped. Thisjpulpit—there is no chain around 
aboutit. There isno snapping of musketry 
in the streat. Blessed be God that today we 
are free men, with the prospect and determi- 
nation of always being free. No established re- 
ligion: Jew and Gentile—Arminian and 
Calvinist—Trinitarian and Unitarian—Protes- 
tant and Roman Catholic—on the same foo¢- 
ing. If persecution shouid come against the 
most unpopular of all the sects, [ believe that

The principles of the docrine of Christ, as an- 
nounced in the revealed will of God, are not only, 
by virtue of Christ’s first coming, “‘repeutance 
from dead works nd faith towards God, the duoc- 
trine of baptisms and of laying on of hands,” but 
are “the resurrection of the dead and eternal 
judgment”’—these two principles of faith having 
reference to His second advent.

4 Cheerless Sabbath for Steve Ryan in 
His Cell. 


AND DREARY 


A COLD ABODE. 


His Room Without Fire—Friends Visit 
Him—How He Takes His Hard 
Experiences. 


Steve Ryan passed a dreary Sunday in Ful- 
ton county jail. 

The irony of fate was never more poignantly 
manifested thanin the bitter experience of 
Mr. Stephen A. Ryan, whilom merchant prince 
of Atlanta, 

See him one year ago,and look on him 
today! 

The two pictures are in strong contrast, 
proving how the high lights of a man’s career 
can be-dimmed by the dark shadows of misfor- 
tune in the brief period of a few months. 

There was, ashort year ago, no young man 
in Georgia possessed of more ambition, energy 
and audacious business enterprise, with more 
of thatindomitable pluck and irrepressible 
energy, Which carry one through insurmount- 
able difficulties. ; 

With the tastes of a sybarite and wealth to 
gratify his luxurious caprices, he surrounded 
himself with ‘all that beauty, all that wealth 
ere gave,”’ with all that can soften the flinty 
edges of life. 

One year ago, when the wintry blasts were 
ynoaning and shrieking their ice-laden wails, 
as they were doing again yesterday, he heeded 
them not as he sat in his fur-lined robe in 
Slippered feet amid the glow and warmth of 
his sumptuousapartments. Then he seemed a 
veritable “‘ermin-shod son of fate.’’ Laces 
and rare tapestries, wipes and obsequious 
attendants were his environments. 

Look on him today ashe sits in a room in 
Fulton county jail,and you will marvel that 
releptiess jaw can place in such humiliating 
circumstances one who has been neither tried 
nor convicted of any crime. 

A reporter of THE CONSTITUTION yesterday 
visited the prisoner. 

The room in which he is confined is as cheer- 
less a place as could well be imagined. It is 
the same room he occupied during the first 
days of his former incarceration. 

The room,smal!! and somber,has a death-like 
atmosphere. The narrow window filters no 
sunrays to Jend light or warmth. On the hard 
narrow cot sits Steve Ryan, almost crouching 

» with cold, as he draws his overcoat close about 
him. His usually ruddy face is pale, and his 
teeth chatter as be shivers with coid. 

The winds _ shriek through the 
creviced walls, and bring with 
their echoing cry the vibrating sound of the 
church bells, as they rise and swell, then die 
in the blast. 

Thus sits Stephen Ryan, he who might to- 
day occupy the tinancial throne, had it not 
been that adverse circumstances stayed his 
career. 

As the reporter entered the dreary abode 
it was with an effort that Mr. Ryan attempted 
togive him a cheerful reception. 

‘He was sitting on his couch, trembling with 
cold, for his room was void of fire, or heat. 
Around him were his brothers, who were ex- 
erting themselves to encourage and cheer him.

Lama prisoner and 
must take what comes.”’ 

‘‘Butitis indeed hard,” said one of his 
friends. ‘‘You see the roomisas cold as an 
ice-chest. There is neither heater nor fire- 
place, and Steve will have to go to bed to keep 
warm.”’ 

The reporter made an inspection of the 
room, and what Mr. Ryan's friend says was 
literally true. The room is wholly devoid 
of fire place or stove or other means 
of heating it. As the _ visitors sat 
there they wore their overcoats to keep warm. 

“This is a shame,’’ remarked Mr. Jim 
Lynch.
